New Regulations 
Would Control 


Testing Program 


W ASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
The government today issued 
new drug testing regulations 
aimed at preventing tragedies 
in this country such as Thali­ 
domide caused among 
bom infants in Europe. 


The proposed regulations, which 
would tighten government control 
if testing programs involving hu­ 
mans. were announced bv Health, 
Education and Welfare Secretary 
Anthony J. Celebrezze. 


He said the drug industry, doc­ 
tors and other interested parties 
urill have 60 davx to propose jxk- 
sible changes before the regula 
tions take effect. 


The regulations provide for the 
first time that 
a 
manufacturer 
would be required to obtain ad­ 
vance approval from 
the 
Food 
and Drug Administration for test 
ing a new drug on humans. 


Frequent, 
d e t a i l e d 
reports 
would be required on the progress 
of these tests. Failure to iumish 
such reports would result in auto­ 
matic halting of experimental pro­ 
grams, Celebrezze said. 


The regulations deal primarily 
with 
drug 
manufacturers 
an d 
would 
not 
alter 
present 
rules 
which do not require a doctor to 
tell a patient when he gives him 
an experimental drug. 


However, doctors who partici 
pate in testing programs would 
be required to be thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with results of prior lab­ 
oratory tests and experiments on 
animals before administering 
drug 
A doctor also would be required 
to keep full records on patients 
to whom he gives an experimental 
drug and to make such records 
available to the government on 
request, as well as making full 
reports to the manufacturer. 
The principal sections of th e 
stiffer regulations are these re­ 
quirements: 
—Notification to the Food and 
Drug Administration and full de­ 
tails when a company begins test­ 
ing a new drug by distribution 
to doclor-investigatore. 
—Clinical investigation must be 
based 
on 
adequate 
preclinical 
studies, including animal experi­ 
ments. to assure safety. 
—Proper 
planning and execu­ 
tion of drug trial with full reports 
on progress of the tests to the 
FDA. 
Present regulations do not re­ 
quire tha’ the FDA be notified 
of new drug testing nor reports 
i their use. 
The 
rules 
now 
require 
that 
drugs used in 
clinical tests be 
labeled "for investigational use” 
and that manufacturers keep rec­ 
ords of distribution.

Forward to Free Enterprise 


Life magazine recently devoted a full 
page editorial to the farm problem in which 
it vigorously opposed the Administration’s 
program — a program which, when presented 
in bill form, was voted down by the House. 
Then Life recommended a series of steps 
ft believes necessary "to lead us out of the 
farm mess." Its final recommendations: 
"Above all. the influence of market prices 
should he reintroduced into subsidized farm­ 
ing. 
, The farmers who earn the greater part of 
farm income — in cattle, poultry, fruit, veget­ 
ables, etc. — get along in a free market and 
control their own surpluses. 
Until the subsidized segment is returned 
to this discipline, the farm ‘problem' will not 
be solved. . . . Congress should write a law 
that will extend the free-market system a 
little more each year until all farming is once 
more free.” 
It is an ironical fact that the incredibly 


costly and wasteful farm programs of the past 
have been of primary financial benefit to the 
big, corporation-type farms, operating huge 
acreages of wheat and the other supported 
crops and creating surpluses almost faster 
than facilities could be found to hold them. 
While this has been going on, free farm­ 
ing and ranching has proven its soundness 
and its durability. Meat is a first-class ex­ 
ample, perhaps the best of all. There have 
been ups and downs. But the livestock 
people, like all the other groups which are a 
part of the great meat fndusty, have, to their 
honor, asked for no handouts. They've will­ 
ingly taken their chances. 
All in all, they’ve done well. And the con­ 
sumer — that final arbiter — has been given 
a more than adequate supply of the meats of 
his choice at fair, competitive prices. 
The present motto for farming should 
he: "Forward—as rapidly as possible—to free 
enterprise.” 


Other Editors 


If I ever saw a paradox, here is one. 
Parents for Better Education last night 
awarded the Little Lake City School District, 
Santa Fe Springs, its 1962 Better Education 
Award. Quoting P.B.E. President Mrs. Patri­ 
cia Brown. "Working together, parents, board 
members, teachers, the administration and 
superintendent William Stanley have con­ 
structed a new curriculum based on those 
principles of traditional education as standard 
achievement levels, phonetic instruction, rea­ 
listic report cards, academic competition, fine 
art awards. 


At the same time she stressed that "class 
size was reduced, a higher salary scheduled 
for teachers was adopted and, effective July 
1, 1962, the tax rate was reduced by 50 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation.” 


In determining the recipient of the 
award, PBE's award committee noted that 
Little Lake pupils have shown marked schol­ 
astic improvement since inception of the dis­ 
trict’s basic education program: in the areas 
of reading, arithmetic and language, scores 
jumped from below grade level to six months 
above the national norm. 


Mrs. Brown stated that “PBE believes that 
the Little Lake experiment in basic educa­ 
tion is worthy of emulation not only because 
ft promoted superior scholastic achievement, 
but more importantly, it has proven once 
again the necessity of sound educational 
leadership through sound local control." 
The Little Lake Citv School District has 
issued a statement to all its citizens calling 
attention to the fact that California Teachers 


Association has placed sanctions on the dis­ 
trict as quote, “The C.T.A. sanctions include 
(1) Withdrawal of C.T.A. teacher placement 
sendees to the district; (2) Notification to all 
professional placement services of C.T.A. 
withdrawal, and of adverse employment con­ 
ditions existing in the district; (3) Notifica­ 
tion to all C.T.A. members, and to other pro­ 
fessional organizations, that the district con­ 
dones unacceptable personnel practices and 
relationships, and that employment in the 
district would not be conducive to fulfillment 
of professional responsibilities.” 


Since C.T.A. has gone on record on san­ 
ctions rather than strikes, and since such 
sanction can be as effective as a strike and 
destroy local board control of its school sys­ 
tem, I feel this should be thoroughly aired 
We are prepared to print both sides in 
full on this subject. So far the charges by 
C.T.A. seem to he ambiguous and should be 
clarified and answered by the district.

Anti - Capitalism In the Senate-ll 


WASHINGTON - “Nonethe­ 
less many people, and especial­ 
ly intellectuals P a s s i o n a t e ­ 
ly loathe Capitalism.” 
—Ludwig von Mises 
In order to preserve freedom 
of the press, we must endure 
much smut and humbug with­ 
out recourse to censorship, and 
this endurance has been catled 
the "ransom” we pay for free­ 
dom. Likewise, in order to as­ 
sure freedom 
of debate, we 
must permit our lawmakers the 
utmost license — a welcome 
form of ransom, even when 
abused, as it sometimes is in 
the U.S. Senate. 
This is not to say that the 
now-suspended Liberai filibuster 
against the private enterprise 
communications satellite bill has 
no other merit. This is a bill 
of immense complexity. It is a 
pathfinder measure into Space 
communications, which man has 
never before explored. 
It empowers the Federal gov­ 
ernment to set up a profit-seek­ 
ing corporation, regulated by the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission, with 3 of the 15 board 
members appointed by the Pres­ 
ident, and its stock for sale to 
companies, to fiscal institutions 
and to individúala for as low as 
S100 a share. Since Space is in­ 
ternational, like the high seas, 
there are matters of foreign pol­ 
icy mingled with matters of sci­ 
ence, business and law. Obvi­ 
ously, an extended discussion of 
the bill is valuable to the Gov­ 
ernment and to the public alike. 
But when does discussion be­ 
come obstruction? The Kennedy 


Administration, three commit­ 
tees of Congress, and one House 
of Congress have diligently ex­ 
plored and overwhelmingly ap­ 
proved the measure. The fist­ 
ful of Liberal Senators who op­ 
pose it have a self-declared hom­ 
ogeneity which is as significant 
as anything else about the bill. 
This is what they are saying: 
Mrs. 
Neuberger: 
Scientific 
technology is more advanced in 
America than “our sociology, 
economics and politics." Tax­ 
payers have invested in Space 
and “this bill is simply giving 
away the fruits of research and 
development." From there she 
goes on to attack the chief cor­ 
porate partner in the proposed 
venture, American Tel. and Tel. 
as “the greatest monopoly in 
America t o d a y". She says 
“there is no doubt” that Big 
Business holds back research so 
as to make profits from obso­ 
lete instruments. She pictures 
the FCC as the corrupt tool of 
Big Business, which would leave 
the satellite corporation "im­ 
mune to any meaningful regula­ 
tion.” 
Yarborough: He compares the 
proposed corporation with th e 
British East India Company and 
Dutch East India 
Company 
which flourished in the heyday 
of imperialism. 
Long of Louisiana: Since the 
corporation would include sever­ 
al companies, it is not precisely 
a "monopoly” as many oppon­ 
ents call it. So Long has coined 
the term "monopolistic consorti­ 
um,” althugh it is a contradic­ 
tory expression, but useful for 


abuse of the project. 
Gore: He refers to the Amer­ 
ican profits system as having 
"ugly and unattractive commer­ 
cial aspects,” and he is wor­ 
ried about what jealous foreign­ 
ers will say of American free 
enterprise. "If we enact this bill, 
the U.S. participation in inter­ 
national communications will be 
branded by many people in die 
world as an act of dollar imper­ 
ialism," despite the patent fact 
that the bill would give much 
to other nations and take nothing 
away. 
Kefauven He rings in a refer­ 
ence to Teapot Dome and darkly 
hints that the powers of the 
A.T. and T. "are very potent 
politically.” His summary is: 
"The only possible excuse for 
the passage of the bill at this 
time is that A.T. and T. and 
other interests, which want to 
have this very valuable asset of 
the United States for nothing— 
and I emphasize ‘nothing’—want 
to freeze the monopoly now.” 
Morse: He accuses the Demo­ 
cratic and Republican leader­ 
ship in the Senate with the 
scheme “to make this an ac­ 
complished fact before the Amer­ 
ican people have a chance to go 
into this campaign and discuss 
it with candidates for office.” 
Morse wants to take die dema­ 
gogic "giveaway” issue into his 
reelection run in Oregon and to 
postpone a decision until after 
November.

Now it is proposed that the 
federal government should meet 
a substantial part of the costs of 
higher education. The present 
bills would provide student sch­ 
olarships and s third of the cost 
of building construction. An ad­ 
ditional subsidy for faculty sal­ 
aries was proposed, but t h a t 
seemed a bit too radical and will 
be reserved for another year, 
after the less objectionable and 
less controversial steps h a v e 
been taken. However, once the 
doors are opened to federal un­ 
derwriting of educational costs, 
it can be regarded as certain 
that the aid programs will ex­ 
pand in areas provided for as 
well as in the volume of bene­ 
fits. 
Suppose the college and uni­ 
versity aid bills are enacted. 
The legislators will wish to pro­ 
vide certain restrictions so that 
the monies go to bona fide edu­ 
cational institutions and not to 
any of the so-called d e g r e e 
mills. Religion must be exclud­ 
ed and, of course. Communists. 
Furthermore, the funds, if they 
sre for construction purposes, 
should not be spent for build­ 
ings that are too flimsy and 
ephemeral, nor for buildings 
that are too lavish, so certain 
reasonable restrictions will be 
written into the legislation. 
Huge Sums Needed 
An administrator must be ap­ 
pointed and a staff to help him 
process the applications for fed­ 
eral funds, and here new prob­ 
lems arise. Unless we are pre­ 
pared to make government dol­ 
lars available in amounts that 
would stagger even the C o n ­ 
gress, there will be qualified 
applications far in excess of the 
amounts allocated and some val­ 
ue judgments must be made by 
the administrator. Let us as­ 
sume that he is immune to poli­ 
tical pressure, that he is im­ 
peccably honest and that he is 
thoroughly versed in educational 
fact and theory. Nevertheless, 
whoever he is, certain programs 


and philosophies will seem sound­ 
er to him than others, and in 
time the pattern of his judg­ 
ments will become clear. 
What happens to the education­ 
al diversity? Certain colleges 
and their programs and their 
proposals will qualify as they 
exist for the grants according 
to the terms of the law and 
the interpretation of the govern­ 
ment o f f i c e r . Other colleges, 
either because of the legal re­ 
quirements or through the judg­ 
ments of the staff, will have to 
bend in order to obtain their sub­ 
sidies. 
Perhaps it is axiomatic that 
where diversity is fundamental 
virtue, uniform action is funda­ 
mental vice. Government grants, 
however wisely legislated, a n d 
however fairly administered can­ 
not fail to produce a certain uni­ 
formity among recipient colleges 
and universities. 
Funds Till Harvard 
A third essential of education 
that we should not ignore in this 
discussion is the retention of 
planning initiative by the col­ 
lege or university. Obviously 
this point is related to the pre­ 
ceding one to the extent that a 
solicitor college must alter its 
program or its plans to qualify 
for a grant, but. let us go be­ 
yond that hypothetical projec­ 
tion and look at some of the 
actual results of existing gov­ 
ernmental activities on our cam­ 
puses. The report issued by 
Harvard on its relationship to 
the federal government mention­ 
ed certain imbalances that have 
occurred at the University which 
derive from the extensive re­ 
search contracts Harvard has 
undertaken. The science depart­ 
ments have grown like Jack’s 
beanstalk leaving the o t h e r 
academic disciplines earthbound. 
The number of staff members 
primarily engaged in research 
has swelled out of all propor­ 
tion to those who spend t h e i r 
time in what was once consid­ 
ered the raison d'etre of an edu­ 
cational institution, the teaching 
of students. Similarly the ratio 
oi new faculty members to the 
old-timers who know the ways 
and reasons of Harvard has 
changed markedly.
